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THE PREFACE. 


T hath been the wisdom of the Church of England, ever since the first compiling 
of her Public Liturgy, to keep the mean between the two extremities, of too much 
stiffness in refusing, and of too much easiness in admitting any variation from it. For 
as on the one side common experience sheweth, that where a change hath been made 
of things advisedly established (no evident necessity so requiring) sundry inconve- 
niencics have thereupon ensued; and those many times more, aud greater than the 
evils that were intended to be remedied by such change: so on the other side, the 
particular Forms of Divine worship, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be 
used therein, being things in their own nature indifferent, and alterable, and so 
acknowledged, it is but reasonable, that upon weighty and important considerations, 
according to the various exigency of times and occasions, such changes and alterations 
should be made therein, as to those that are in place of authority should from time 
to time seem either necessary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that in the reigns 
of several Princes, of blessed memory, since the Reformation, the Church, upon 
just and weighty considerations her thereunto moving, hath yielded to make such 
alterations in some particulars, as in their respective times were thought convenient ; 
yet so, as that the main body and essentials of it (as well in the chiefest materials, as 
in the frame and order thereof) haye still continued the same unto this day, and do 
yet stand firm and unshaken, notwithstanding all the vain attempts and impetuous 
assaults made against it, by such men as are given to change, and have always disco- 
vered a greater regard to their own private fancies and interests, than to that duty they 
owe to the public. | | 
By what undue means, and for what mischievous purposes, the use of the Liturgy 
(though enjoined by the Laws of the Land, and those laws never yet repealed) came, 
during the late unhappy confusions, to be discontinued, is too well known to the 
world, and we are not willing here to remember. But when, upon his Majesty's 
happy Restoration, it seemed probable that amongst other things, the use of the 
Liturgy also would return of course (the same having never been legally abolished) 
unless some timely means were used to prevent it; those men who under the late 
usurped powers had made it a great part of their business to render the people dis- 


affected thereunto, saw themselves in point of reputation and interest concerned (un— 


less they would freely acknowledge themselves to have erred, Which such men are 
very hardly brought to do) with their utmost endeavours to hinder the restitution 
thereof. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were published against the Book of 
Common Prayer, the old objections mustered up, with the addition of some new 
In fine, great 
importunities were used to his Sacred Majesty, that the said Book might be revised, 
and such Alterations therein, and Additions ,thereunto made, as should be thought 
requisite for the ease of. tender consciences: whereunto his Majesty, out of his pious 
inclination to give satisfaction (so far as could be reasonably expected) to all his sub- 
jects of what persuasion soever, did graciously condescend. 

In which review we have endeavoured to observe the like moderation, as we find 
to have been used in the like case in former times. And therefore of the sundry al- 
terations proposed unto us, we have rejected all such as were either of dangerous 
consequence (as secretly striking at some established Doctrine, or laudable Practice of 
the Church of England, or indeed of the whole Catholic Church of Christ) or else of 
no consequence at all, but utterly frivolous and vain. But such Alterations, as were 
tendered to us (by what persons, under what pretences, or to what purpose s0ever 30 
tendered) as seemed to us in any degree requisite or expedient, we have willingly, 


and of our own accord assented unto : not enforced so to do by any strength of 


argument, convincing us of the necessity of making the said Alterations : for we are 
fully persuaded in our judgments (and we here profess it to the world) that the Book, 
as it stood before established by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary to 
the Word of God, or to sound Doctrine, or which a godly man may not with a 
good conscience use and submit unto, or which is not fairly defensible against any 
that shall oppose the same; if it shall be allowed such just and favourable con- 
struction as in common equity ought to be allowed to all human Writings, especially 
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CONCERNING THE SERVICE OF THE CHURCH. 


such as are set forth by Authority, and even to the very best Translations of the Holy 
Scripture itself. 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to gratify this or that party 
1a any their unreasonable demands ; but to do that, which to our best understandings, 
we conceived might most tend to the preservation of peace and unity in the Church; 


the procuring of reverence, and exciting of piety and devotion in the public worship of 


God; and the cutting off occasion from them that seek occasion of cavil or quarrel 
against the Liturgy of the Church. And as to the several variations from the former 
Book, whether by alteration, addition, or otherwise, it shall sufhce to give this ge- 
neral acount, That most of the Alterations were made either first, for the better di- 
rection of them that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service; which is chiefly 
done in the Calendars and Rubricks; or, secondly, for the more proper expressing 
of some words or phrases of ancient usage in terms more suitable to the language of 
the present times, and the clearer explanation of some other words and phrases that 
were either of doubtful signification, or otherwise liable to misconstruction; or, 
thirdly, for a more perfect rendering of such portions of holy Scripture, as are in- 
serted into the Liturgy; which, in the Epistles and Gospels especially, and in sundry 
other places, are now ordered to be read according to the last Translation. If any 
man who shall desire a more particular account of the several Alterations in any part 
of the Liturgy, $halt take the pains to compare the present Book with the former, we 
doubt not but the reason of the change may casily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to discharge our dutics in this weighty affair, as in 
the sight of God, and to approve our sincerity therein (so far as lay in us) to the con- 
sciences of all men; although we know it impossible (in such variety of apprehens ions, 
humours, and interests, as are in the world) to please all; nor can expect that men of 
factious, pcevish, and perverse spirits should be satisfied with any thing that can be 
done in this kind, by any other than themselves: yet we have good hope, that what 
is here presented, and hath been by the Convocations of both Provinces with great di- 
ligence examined and approved, will be also well accepted and approved by all 
sober, peaccable, and truly conscientious Sons of the Church of England. 


Concerning the Service of the Church. 


HERE was never any thing by the wit of man so well devised, or so sure estab- 

lished, which in continuance of time hath not been corrupted ; as, among other 
things, it may plainly appear by the Common Prayers in the Church, commonly 
called divine service. The first original and ground whereof, if any man would 
scarch out by the ancient Fathers, he shall find that the same was not-ordained but of 
a good purpose, and for a great advancement of godliness. For they $0 ordered the 
matter, that all the whole Bible (or the greatest part thereof) should be read over 
once every year; intending thereby that the Clergy, and especially such as were 
Ministers in the congregation, should (by often reading and meditation in God's 
word) be $tirred up to godliness themselves, and be more able to exhort others by 
wholesome doctrine, and to confute them that were adversaries to the truth; and fur- 
ther, that the people (by daily hearing of the holy Scripture read in the Church) 
might continually profit more and more in the knowledge of God, and be the more 
inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 

But these many years passed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers, 
hath been so altered, broken, and negletted, by planting in uncertain Stories, and Le- 
gends, with multitude of Responds, Verses, vain Repetitions, Commemorations, and 
Synodals ; that commonly when any Book of the Bible was begun, after three or four 
chapters were read out, all the rest were unread. And in this sort the Book of Isaiah 
was begun in Advent, and the Book of Genesis in Septuagesima; but they were only 
begun, and never read through : aſter like sort were other Books of holy Scripture 
used. And, moreover, whereas St. Paul would have such language spoken to the 
people in the Church, as they might understand, and have profit by hearing the same: 
the Service in this Church of England these many years hath been read in Latin to the 
people, which they understand not; so that they have heard with their ears only, 
and their heart, spirit, and mind have not been edificd thereby. And furthermore,

notwithstanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Psalms into seven portions, 


whereof every one was called a Nocturn: now of late time a few of them have been 
daily said, and the rest utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardness of the 
rules called the Pie, and the mauifold changings of the Service, was the cause that to 
turn the Book only was so hard and intricate a matter, that many times there was more 
business to find out what should be read, than to read it when it was found out. 
These inconveniences therefore considered, here is set forth such an Order, whereby 
the same shall be redressed. And for a readiness in this matter, here is drawn out a 
Calendar for that purpose, which is plain and easy to be understood: wherein (s 
much as may be) the reading of holy Scripture is so set forth, that all things shall be 
done in order, without breaking one place from another. For this cause be cut off 
Anthems, Responds, Invitatories, and such like things as did break the continual 
course of the reading of the Scripture. 

Yet because there is no remedy, but that of necessity, there must be some rules; 
therefore certain rules are here set forth; which, as they are few in number, so they 
are plain and easy to be understood. So that here you have an Order for Prayer, and 
for the reading of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and purpose of 
the old Fathers, and a great deal more profitable and commodious, than that which 
of late was used. It is more profitable, because here are left out many things where- 
of some are untrue, some uncertain, some vain and superstitious; and nothing is or- 
daincd to be read, but the very pure Word of God, the holy Scripture, or that which 
is agreeable to the same; and that in such language and order as is most easy and plain 
for the understanding both of the readers and hearers. It is also more commodious, 
both for the shortness thereof, and for the plainness of the Order, and for that the 
Rules be few and easy. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diversity in saying and singing in 
eburches within this realm; some following Salisbury Use, some Hereford Use, and 
some the Use of Bangor, some of York, some of Lincoln; now from henceforth all 
the whole Realm shall have but one Use. 

And forasmuch as nothing can be so plainly set forth, but doubts may arise in the 
use and practice of the same; to appease all such diversity (if any arise) and for the 
resolution of all doubts concerning the manner how to understand, do, and execute 
the things contained in this Book; the parties that so doubt, or diversely take any 
thing, snail alway resort to the Bishop of the diocese, who by his discretion shall take 
order tor the quieting and appeasing of the same; so that the same order be not con- 
trary to any thing contained in this Book. And if the Bishop of the diocese be in 
doubt, then he may send for the resolution to the Archbishop. 

* Though it be appointed, That all things shall be read and sung in the Church in 
the English Tongue, to the end that the congregation may be thereby edified ; yet 
it is not meant, but that when men say Morning and Evening Prayer privately 
they may say the same in any language that they themselves do understand. 

And all Priests and Deacons are to say daily the Morning and Evening Prayer 
either privately or openly, not being let by sickness, or some other urgent cause. 
And the Curate that ministereth in every Parish Church or Chapel, being at 
home, and not being otherwise reasonably hindered, shall say the same in the 
Parish Church or Chapel where he ministereth, and shall cause a Bell to be tolled 


* thereunto, a convenient time before he begin, that the people may come to hear 
* God's word, and to piay with him.”

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Of Ceremonies, Wh tome be abaliched, and come retained, 


F such Ceremonies as be used in the Church, and have had their beginning by 

the institution of man, some at the first were of godly intent and purpose de- 

and yet at length turned to vanity and superstition: some entered into the 
Church by indiscreet devotion, and such zeal as was Without knowledge; and for 
because they were winked at in the beginning, they grew daily to more and more 
abuses, which not only for their unprofitableness, but also because they have much 
blinded the people, and obscured the glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and 
clean rejected: other there be, which although they have been devised by man, yet 


vised, 


away, and some retained and kept still.

it is thought good to reserve them still, as well as for a decent Order in the Church 
(for the which they were first devised) as because they pertain to edification, where= 
unto all things done in the Church (as the Apostle teacheth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omitting of a ceremony, in itself considered, is but a 
small thing: yet the wilful and contemptuous transgression and breaking of a come 
mon Order and Discipline, is no small offence before God. Let all things be done 
among you, saith Saint Paul, in a seemly and due order: the appointment of which 
Order pertaincth not to private men ; therefore no man ought to take in hand, nor 
presume to appoint or alter any publick or common Order in Christ's Church, rs 
he be lawfully called and authorized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are so diverse, that some think it a 
great matter of conscience to depart from a piece of the least of their ceremonies, 
they be so addicted to their old customs; and again on the other side, some be so 
new. fangled that they would innovate all things; and so despise the old, that nothing 
can like them, but that is new: it was thought expcdient, not so much to have respect 
how to please and satisfy either of these parties, as how to please God, and profit 
them both. And yet, lest any man should be offended whom good reason might sa- 
tisfy, here be certain causes rendered, why some of the accustomed ceremonies be put 

Some are put away, because the great excess and multitude of them hath so increased 
in these latter days, that the burthen of them was intolerable ! whereof Saint Augus- 
tine in his time complained, that they were grown to such a number, that the estate 
of Christian people was in worse case concerning that matter, than were the Jews. 
And he counselled that such yoke and burden should be taken away, as time would 
serve quietly to do it. But What would Saint Augustine have said, if he had seen the 
Ceremonies of late days used among us; whereunto the multitude used in his time was 
not to be compared ? This our excessive multitude of Ceremonies was so great, and 
many of them so dark, that they did more confound and darken, than declare and 
set forth Christ's benefits unto us. And besides this, Christ's Gospel is not a Cere- 
monial Law (as much of Moses“ Law was) but it is a religion to serve God, not in 
bondage of the ſigure or shadow but in the freedom of the Spirit; being content only 
with those ceremonies, which do serve to a decent order and godly discipline, and such 
as be apt to stir up the dull mind of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, by 
some notable and special signification, whereby he might be edified. Furthermore, 
the most weighty cause of the abolishment of certain Ceremonies was, That they were 
so far abuscd, partly by the superstitious blindness of the rude and unlearned, and 
partly by the unsatiable avarice of such as sought more their own lucre than the glory 
of God, that the abuses could not well be taken away, the thing remaining still. 

But now as concerning those persons, which peradventure will be offended, for that 
some of the old Ceremonies are retained still; if they consider that without some Ce- 
remonies it is not possible to keep any order or quiet discipline in the Church, they 
shall easily perceive just cause to reform their judgments. - And if they think much, 
that any of the old remain, and would rather have all revised anew : then such men 
granting some Ceremonies convenient to be had, surely where the old may be well 
used, there they cannot reasonably reprove the old only for their age, without bewray- 
ing of their own folly, For in such a case they ought rather to have reverence unto 
them for their antiquity, if they will declare themselves to be more studious of unity 
and concord, than of innovations and new-fangleness, which (as much as may be with 
true setting forth of Christ's Religion) is always to be eschewed. Furthermore, such 
shall have no just cause with the Ceremonies reserved to be offended. For as those 
be taken away which were most abused, and did burden men's consciences without 
any cause; so the other that remain, are retained for a discipline and order, which 
(upon just causes) may be altered and changed, and therefore are not to be esteemed 
equal with God's Law. And moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, 
but are so set forth, that every man may understand what they do mean, and to what. 
use they do serve. So that it is not like that they in time to come should be abused 
as others have been. And in these our doings we condemn no other nations, nor pre- 
scribe any thing but to our own people only: for we think it convenient, that every 
country should use such Ceremonies as they shall think best to the setting forth of 
God's Honour and Glory, and to the reducing of the people to a most perfect and

godly living, without error or superstition; and that they should put away other 
things, which from tin © to time they perceive to be most abused, as in men's ordi- 
nances it often chanceth diversly in divers countries. 


The Order how the Pralter is appointed to be read. 


HE Psalter shall be read through once every month, as it is there appointed, both 

for Morning and Evening Prayer. But in February it shall be read only to the 
twenty-eighth, or twenty-ninth day of the month, 

And whereas January, March, May, July, August, Oftober, and December, have 

One and Thirty Days apiece: It is ordered, that the same Psalms shall be read the 

last day of the said months, which were read the day before; so that the Psalter may 


begin again the first day of the next month ensuing. 


And whereas the CXIX Psalm is divided into XXII Portions, and is over-long to 
be read at one time; It is so ordered, that at one time shall not be read above four or 
five of the said Portions. | | 

And at the end of every Psalm, and of every such part of the CXIX Psalm, shall 
be repeated this Hymn, 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son: and to the Holy Ghost; 

As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall be: world without end. Amen. 

Note, that the Psalter followeth the division of the Hebrews, and the translation of 


the great English Bible, set forth and used in the time of King Henry the Eighth, and 
Edward the Sixth. - 


The Order how the rest of the Holy Scripture is aþprinted t2 be read. 


HE Old Testament is appointed for the first Lessons at Morning and Evening 
Prayer: so as the most part thereof will be read over cvcry year once, as in the 
Calendar is appointed. | „ 

The New Testament is appointed for the second Lessons at Morning and Evening 
Prayer, and shall be read over orderly every year thrice, besides the Epistles and 
Gospels, except che Apocalyps, out of which there are only certain proper Lessons ap- 
pointed upon divers Feasts. 

And to know what Lessons shall be read every day, look for the day of the month 
in the Calendar following, and there ye shall find the Chapters that shall be read for 
the Lessons both at Morning and Evening Prayer ; except only the Moveable Feasts, 
which are not in the Calendar, and the Immoveable, where there is a blank left in the 


Column of Lessons, the proper Lessons for all which days are to be found in the Table 
of proper Lessons. 


And note, That whensoever proper Psalms or Lessons are appointed, then the 


Psalms and Lessons of ordinary course appointed in the Psalter and Calendar (if they 
be different) shall be omitted for that time. 

Note also, That the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel appointed for the Sunday, shall 
serve all the week after, Where it is not in this Book otherwise ordered. 
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ABLES and RULES for the MOVEABLE and IMMOVE- 
ABLE FEASTS, together with the Days of FASTING or 
ABSTINENCE, through the whole Year.

was not to Abraham, or to his seed, through the 


law, but through the righteousness of faith. For 


if they which are of the law be heirs, faith is 
made void, and the promise made of none effect.

Should have received more; and they hikewise re- 
ceived every man a penny. And when they had 


received it, they murmured against the good man 


of che house, saying, these last have wrought but 
one hour, and thou hast made them equal unto us, 
which have borne the burden and heat of the day. 


But he answered one of them, and said, Friend, 


I do thee no wrong: didst not thou agree with 
me for a penny ? Take that thine 1s, and go thy 
way; I will give unto this last even as unto thee. 
Is it not lawful for me to do what I will with mine 
own? Is thine eye evil, because I am good? So 
the last shall be first, and the first last: for many 
be called, but few chosen.

ness ; besides those things that are without, that 
which cometh upon me daily, the care of all the 
churches, Who is weak, and I am not weak? who 1s

offended, and I burn not? If I must needs glory, 
I will glory of the things which concern mine in- 
firmities.

But that on the good ground are 
they which, in an honest and good heart, having 
heard the word, keep it, and bring forth fruit with

But all things that are reproved, are made mani- 
fest, by the light: for whatsoever doth make mani- 
fest, is light, Wherefore he saith, Awake thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light.

come upon him, and overcome him, he taketh 


from him all his armour wherein he trusted, and 
divideth his spoils. He that is not with me, is 
against me: and he that gathereth not with me.

of a man, he walketh through dry places, seeking 


rest; and finding none, he saith, I will return 
unto my house whence I came out. And when 
he cometh, he findeth it swept and garnished. 
Then goeth he and taketh to him seven other spi— 
rits more wicked than himself; and they enter in, 
and dwell there; and the last state of that man is 
worse than the first. And it came to pass as he 
Spake these things, a certain woman of the com- 
pany lift up her voice, and said unto him, Blessed 
is the womb that bare thee, and the paps which 
thou hast sucked. But he said, Yea, rather blessed 


are they that hear the word of God, and keep it.

For this Agar 
is mount Sinai in Arabia, and answereth to Je- 
rusalem, which now 1s, and 1s in bondage with her 
children. But Jerusalem which is above is free; 
which is the mother of us all. For it is written, 
Rejoice, thou barren that bearest not; break forth 
and cry, thou that travailest not: for the deso- 
late hath many more children than she which hath 
an husband. Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, are 
the children of promise. But as then, he that 
was born after the flesh, persecuted him that was 
born after the spirit; even so it is now. Never- 
theless, what saith the scripture? Cast out the 
bond-woman and her son; for the son of the 


bond-woman shall not be heir with the son of the 


free- woman. So then, brethren, we are not chil- 
dren of the bond- woman, but of the free.

When they were filled, he said unto his disciples, 
Gather up the fragments that remain, that nothing 
be lost. Therefore they gathered them together, 
and filled twelve baskets with the fragments of the

five barley-loaves, which remained over and above 
unto them that had eaten. Then those men, when 
they had seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, This

Abraham 1s dead, and the prophets ; and 
thou sayest, If a man keep my saying, he shall 
never taste of death. Art thou greater than our 
father Abraham, which 13 dead ? and the prophets 
are dead: whom makest thou thyself? Jesus an- 
swered, If I honour myself, my honour is no- 
thing; it is my Father that honoureth me, of 
whom ye say, that he 1s your God ; yet ye have 
not known him; but I know him: and if Ishould 


say, I know him not, I should be a liar like unto 
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SUNDAY NEXT BEFORE EAS TER. 


you; but I know him, and keep his saying. Vour 


father Abraham rejoiced to see my day; and he 
saw it, and was glad. Then said the Jews unto 


him, Thou art not yet fifty years old, and hast 


thou seen Abraham? Jesus said unto them, 
Verily, verily I say unto you, Before Abraham 
was, Iam. Then took they up stones to cast at 
him : but Jesus hid himself, and went out of the 
temple.

HEN the morning was come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the people took 
counsel against Jesus to put him to death. And 
when they had bound him, they led him away, 
and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the governor. 
Then Judas which had betrayed him, when he 
saw that he was condemned, repented himself: 
and brought again the thirty pieces of silver to the 
chief priests and elders, saying, I have sinned, in 
that I have betrayed the innocent blood. And 
they said, What is that to us? see thou to that. 
And he cast down the pieces of silver in the tem- 
ple, and departed, and went and hanged himself.

was called, The field of blood, unto this day, 
(Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by 
Jeremy the prophet, saying, And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was 
valued, whom they. of the children of Israel did 
value, and gave them for the potters field, as the 
Lord appointed me.) And Jesus stood before 
the governor; and the governor asked him, say- 
ing, Art thou the king of the Jews? And Jesus 
said unto him, Thou sayest. And when he was 
accused of the chief priests and elders, he answered 
nothing. Then said Pilate unto him, Hearest thou 
not how many things they witness against thee? 
And he answered him to never a word, insomuch 
that the governor marvelled greatly. Now at 
that feast the governor was wont to release unto 
the people a prisoner, whom they would. And 
they had then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas, 
Therefore when they were gathered together, Pi- 
late said unto them, Whom will ye that I release 
unto you? Barabbas, or jesus, which is called 
Christ ? For he knew that for envy they had de- 
livered him. When he was set down on the judg- 
ment-seat, his wife sent unto him, saying, Have 
thou nothing to do with that just man : for I have 
suffered many things this day in a dream because 
of him. But the chief priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude that they should ask Barab- 
bas, and destroy Jesus. The governor answered 


and said unto them, Whether of the twain will

ye that I release unto you? They said, Barabbas. 
Pilate saith unto them, What shall I do then with 
Jesus, which is called Christ*? They all say unto 
him, Let him be crucified. And the governor 


said, Why, what evil hath he done? But they 


cried out the more, saying, Let him be crucified. 
When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, 
but that rather a tumult was made, he took water, 
and washed his hands before the multitude, saying, 
I am innocent of the blood of this just person : 
see ye to it. Then answered all the people, and 
said, His blood be on us, and on our children. 
Then released he Barabbas unto them: and when 
he had scourged Jesus, he delivered him to be cru- 
cified. Then the soldiers of the governor took 
Jesus into the common hall, and gathered unto 


him the whole band of soldiers. And they strip- 


ped him, and put on him a scarlet robe. And 
when they had platted a crown of thorns, they 


put it upon his head, and a reed in his right hand: 


and they bowed the knee before him, and mocked 


him, saying, Hail, King of the Jews! And they 


Spit upon him, and took the reed, and smote him 
on the head. And after that they had mocked 
him, they took the robe off from him, and put his 
own raiment on him, and led him away to crucify 


* Pilate and his Wife appeared both conscious of the Innocence of 
CHRIST. The former basely dreading the Vengeance of the People, if 
he violently resisted their sanguinary inclinations, assented to the Sacri— 
fice which he abhorred. The latter took a nobler part. Her spirited and 
excellent advice was ; Hare thou nothing to do with that just man!?

him. And as they came out they found a man 


: of Cyrene, Simon by name ; him they compelled 


to bear his cross. And when they were come 
unto a place called Golgotha, that 1s to say, a 
place of a scull, they gave him vinegar to drink 


mingled with gall : and when he had tasted there- 


of, he would not drink. And they cructhed him, 
and parted his garments, casting lots: that it 


might be fulfilled which was spoken by the pro- 


phet, They parted my garments among them, and 


upon my vesture did they cast lots. And sitting 
down, they watched him there: and set up over 
his head his accusation written, THIS IS JESUS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. Then were there 
two thieves crucihed with him: one on the right 


hand, and another on the left. And they that 


passed by reviled him, wagging their heads, and 
saying, Thou that destroyest the temple, and 
buildest it in three days, save thyself: if thou be 


the Son of God, come down from the cross. 


Likewise also the chief priests mocking him, with 
the scribes and elders, said, he saved others, him- 
self he cannot save: if he be the King of Israel, 
let him now come down from the cross. and we 
will believe him. He trusted in God; let him de- 
liver him now, if he will have him: for he said, 
I am the Son of God. The thieves also, which 
were crucified with him, cast the same in his 
teeth. Now from the sixth hour there was dark- 
ness over all the land, until the ninth hour. And

about the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Eli, Eli, lama, Sabachthant ? that is to 
say, My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me ? Some of them that stood there, when they 
heard that, said, This man calleth for Elias. And 
Straightway one of them ran, and took a spunge 
and filled it with vinegar, and put it on a reed, 
and gave him to drink. The rest said, Let be, 
let us see whether Elias will come to save him. 
Jesus, when he had cried again with a loud voice, 
yielded up the ghost. And, behold, the vail of 
the temple was rent in twain, from the top to the 
bottom: and the earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent; and the graves were opened, and many bo- 
dies of saints which slept arose, and came out of 
the graves after his resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many. Now when 
the centurion, and they that were with him, watch- 
ing Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those things 
that were done, they feared greatly, saying, Truly 
this was the Son of God.

For THE EyisTLE, Fatah Ixiii. 1. 
"WL THO is this that cometh from Edom, with 
dyed garments from Bozrah ? this that 
is glorious in his apparel, travelling in the great- 
ness of his strength? I that speak in righteous» 
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ness, mighty to save. Wherefore art thou red in 
thine apparel, and thy garments like him that 
treadeth in the wine- fat? I have trodden the wine- 
press alone: and of the pcople there was none 
with me: for J vill tread them in mine anger, and 
trample them in my fury; and their blood shall 
be sprinkled upon my garments, and I will stain 
all my raiment. For the day of vengeance is in 
mine heart, and the year of my redeemed is come. 


And J looked, and there was none to help; and 


I wondered that there was none to uphold: there- 
fore mine own arm brought salvation unto me, 
and my fury it upheld me. And I will tread 
down the people in mine anger, and make them 
drunk in my fury, and I will bring down their 
strength to the earth. I will mention the loving- 


kindnesses of the Lord, and the praises of the 


Lord, according to all that the Lord hath be- 
stowed on us, and the great goodness towards the 


house of Israel, which he hath bestowed on them, 


according to his mercies, and according to the 


multitude of his loving-kindnesses. For he said, 
Surely they are my people, children that will not 
lie: so he was their Saviour. In all their afflic- 
tion he was afflicted, and the angel of his presence 
saved them: in his love, and in his pity, he re- 
deemed them, and he bare them, and carried them 
all the days of old. But they rebelled, and vexed 
his holy Spirit: therefore he was turned to be 
their enemy, and he fought against them, Then

he remembered the days of old, Moses and his 
people, saying, Where is he that brought them 
up out of the sea with the shepherd of his flock ? 
Where is he that put his holy Spirit within him ? 

That led them by the right hand of Moses with 
his glorious arm, dividing the water before them, 
to make himself an everlasting name? That led 
them through the deep as an horse in the wilder- 
ness, that they should not stumble? As a beast 
goeth down into the valley, the Spirit of the Lord 
caused him to rest: so didst thou lead thy peo- 
ple, to make thyself a glorious name. Look 
down from heaven, and behold from the habita- 
tion of thy holiness, and of thy glory. Where 
is thy zeal, and thy strength, the sounding of thy 
bowels, and of thy mercies towards me ? Are 
they restrained ? Doubtless, thou art our Father, 
though Abraham be ignorant of us, and Israel ac- 
knowledge us not: Thou, O Lord, art our Fa- 
ther, our Redeemer ; thy Name 1s from everlast- 
ing. O Lord, why hast thou made us to err from 
thy ways, and hardened our heart from thy fear? 
Return for thy servants' sake, the tribes of thine 
inheritance, The people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a little while: our adversaries 
have trodden down thy sanctuary. We are thine : 
thou never bearest rule over them ; they were not 
called by thy name,

Tux GospEL. St. Mark xiv. 1. 
\ FTER two days was the feast of the pass- 


over and of unleavened bread: and the 


chief priests and the scribes sought how they 


might take him by craft, and put him to death. 


But they said, Not on the feast-day, lest there be 


an uproar of the people. And being in Bethany, 
in the house of Simon the leper, as he sat at meat, 
there came a woman having an alabaster-box of 
ointment of spikenard, very precious, and she 
brake the box, and poured it on his head. And 
there were some that had indignation within them- 
selves, and said, Why was this waste of the oint- 
ment made ? for it might have been sold for more 


than three hundred pence, and have been given 


to the poor: and they murmured against her. 
And Jesus said, Let her alone, Why trouble ye 
her ? she hath wrought a good work on me. For 
ye have the poor with you always, and whensoever 
ye will ye may do them good; but me ye have 
not always. She hath done what she could: she 
is come aforehand to anoint my body to the bury- 
ing. Verily I say unto you, Wheresoever this 
Gospel shall be preached throughout the whole 
world, this also that she hath done shall be spoken 
of, for a memorial of her. And Judas Iscariot, 
one of the twelve, went unto the chief priests, to 
betray him unto them. And when they heard it, 
they were glad, and promised to give him money. 
I 2 
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And he sought how he might conveniently betray 
him. And the first day of unleavened bread, when 
they killed the pass-over, his disciples said unto 
him, Where wilt thou that we go and prepare, 
that thou mayest eat the pass- over? And he send- 
eth forth two of his disciples, and saith unto 
them, Go ye into the city, and there shall meet 
you a man bearing a pitcher of water; follow 
him: and wheresoever he shall go in, say ye to 
the good man of the house, The master saith, 
Where is the guest- chamber, where I shall eat the 
pass-over with my disciples? And he will shew 
you a large upper room furnished, and prepared, 
there make ready for us. And his disciples went 
forth, and came into the city, and found as he 
had said unto them, and they made ready the 
pass-over. And in the evening he cometh with 
the twelve. And as they sat, and did eat, Jesus 
said, Verily I say unto you, One of you which 
_ eateth with me shall betray me. And they began 
to be sorrowful, and to say unto him one by one, 
Is it I? and another said, Is it I? And he an- 
swered and said unto them, It is one of the twelve 
that dippeth with me in the dish. The Son of 
man indeed goeth, as it is written of him: but 
woe to that man by whom the Son of man is be- 
trayed ! good were it for that man, if he had never 
been born! And as they did eat, Jesus took bread, 
and blessed, and brake it, and gave to them, and 
Said, Take, eat ; this is my body. And he took the

cup, and when he had given thanks, he gave it to 


them, and they all drank of it. And he said 


unto them, This is my blood of the new testament, 
which is shed for many. Verily I say unto you, 


I will drink no more of the fruit of the vine, un- 


til that day that I drink it new in the kingdom of 
God. And when they had sung an hymn, they 
went out into the mount of Olives. And Jesus 
said unto them, All ye shall be offended because 
of me this night: for it is written, I will smite 


the shepherd, and the sheep shall be scattered. 


But after that Iam risen, I will go before you 


into Galilee. But Peter said unto him, Although 
all shall be offended, yet will not I. And Jesus 
said unto him, Verily, I say unto thee, That this 
day, even 1n this night, before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. But he spake the 
more vehemently, If I should die with thee, I 
will not deny thee in any wise. Likewise also said 
they all. And they came to a place which was 
named Gethsemane ; and he saith to his disciples, 
Sit ye here, while I shall pray. And he taketh 
with him Peter, and James, and John, and began 
to be sore amazed, and to be very heavy; and 
saith unto them, My soul is exceeding sorrowful 


unto death; tarry ye here, and watch. And he 


went forward a little, and fell on the ground; and 
prayed, that if it were possible, the hour might 
pass from him. And he said, Abba, Father, all 
things are possible unto thee ; take away this cup 
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from me: nevertheless, not what I will, but what 
thou wilt. And he cometh, and findeth them 
sleeping, and saith unto Peter, Simon, sleepest 
thou? couldest thou not watch one hour? Watch 
pye and pray, lest ye enter into temptation : the 
spirit truly is ready, but the flesh is weak. And 
again he went away, and prayed, and spake the 
same words. And when he returned, he found 

them asleep again; (for their eyes were heavy) 
neither wist they what to answer him. And he 
cometh the third time, and saith unto them, Sleep 
on now, and take your rest: it is enough; the 
hour is come: behold, the Son of man is betrayed 
into the hands of sinners. Rise up, let us go; lo, 
he that betrayeth me is at hand. And immediately, 
while he yet spake, cometh Judas, one of the 
twelve, and with him a great multitude with swords 
and staves from the chief priests, and the scribes, 
and the elders. And he that betrayed him had 
given them a token, saying, Whomsoever I shall 
kiss, that same is he; take him, and lead him 
away safely. And as soon as he was come, he 
goeth straightway to him, and saith, Master, 
Master; and kissed him. And they laid their 
hands on him, and took him. And one of them 
that stood by drew a sword, and smote a servant 
of the high priest, and cut off his ear. And Jesus 
answered and said unto them, Are ye come out 
as against a thief, with swords and with staves to 
take me? I was daily with you in the temple, 
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teaching, and ye took me not: but the scriptures 
must be fulfilled. And they all forsook him, and 


fled. And there followed him a certam young 


man, having a linen cloth cast about his naked 
body ; and the young men laid hold on him : and 
he left the linen cloth, and fled from them naked. 
And they led Jesus away to the high priest; and 


with him were assembled all the chief priests, and 


the elders, and the scribes. And Peter followed 
him afar off, even into the palace of the high 


priest: and he sat with the servants, and warmed 
himself at the fire. And the chief priests and all 


the council sought for witness against Jesus to put 


him to death: and found none. For many bare 


false witness againt him, but their witness agreed 


not together. And there arose certain, and bare 


false witness against him, saying, We heard him 


say, I will destroy this temple that is made with 


hands, and within three days I will build another 
made without hands. But neither so did their 
witness agree together, And the high priest stood 
up in the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, Answerest 
thou nothing? what is it which these witness 
against thee? But he held his peace, and answered 
nothing. Again the high priest asked him, and 
Said unto him, Art thou the Christ, the Son of 
the blessed ? And Jesus said, I am; and ye shall 
see the Son of man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of heaven, 


Then the high priest rent his clothes, and saith, 


What need we any further witnesses? ye have

heard the blasphemy : what think ye ? And they 
all condemned him to be guilty of death. And 
some began to spit on him, and to cover his face, 
and to buffet him, and to say unto him, Prophesy ; 
and the servants did strike him with the palms of 
their hands. And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace, there cometh one of the maids of the 
high priest; and when she saw Peter warming 
hunself, she looked upon him, and said, And thou 
also wast with Jesus of Nazareth. But he denied, 
saying, I know not, neither understand I what 
thou sayest. And he went out into the porch ; 
and the cock crew. And a maid saw him again, 
and began to say to them that stood by, This is 
one of them. And he denied it again. And, a 
little after, they that stood by said again to Peter, 
Surely thou art one of them; for thou art a Gali- 
lean, and thy speech agreeth thereto. But he 
began to curse and to swear, saying, I know not 
this man of whom ye speak. And the second 
time the cock crew. And Peter called to mind 
the word that Jesus said unto him, Before the cock 
crow twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. And, when 
he thought thereon, he wept.

ND straightway in the morning the chief 
priests held a consultation with the elders 
and scribes, and the whole council, and bound 
Jesus, and carried him away, and delivered him 
to Pilate. And Pilate asked him, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? And he, answering, said unto 


him, Thou sayest it. And the chief priests ac- 


cused him of many things: but he answered no- 
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thing. And Pilate asked him again, saying, An- 
swerest thou nothing? behold how many things 
they witness against thee. But Jesus yet answered 
nothing: so that Pilate marvelled. Now at that 
feast he released unto them one prisoner, whom- 
soever they desired. And there was one named 
Barabbas, which lay bound with them that had 
made insurrection with him, who had committed 
murder in the insurrection.

Then Pilate said unto them, Why, what evil hath 
he done? And they cried out the more exceed- 


ingly, Crucify him. And so Pilate, willing to 
content the people, released Barabbas unto them, 
and delivered Jesus, when he had scourged him, 
to be crucified, ' And the soldiers led him away 
into the hall, called Pretorium; and they call 
together the whole band. And they clothed hun 
with purple, and platted a crown of thorns, and 
put it about his head; and began to salute him, 
Hail, King of the Jews! and they smote him on 
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the head with a reed, and did spit upon him, and 
bowing their knees, worshipped him. And when 
they had mocked him, they took off the purple 
from him, and put his own clothes on him, and 
led him out to crucify him. And they compel 
one Simon, a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming 
out of the country, the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, to bear his cross. And they bring him 
unto the place Golgotha, which is, being inter- 
preted, The place of a scull. And they gave him 
to drink, wine mingled with myrrh ; but he re- 
ceived it not. And when they had crucified him, 
they parted his garments, casting lots upon them, 
what every man $hould take. And 1t was the 
third hour, and they crucified him. And the su- 


perscription of his accusation was written over, 


THE KING OF THE JEWS. And with him 
they crucify two thieves, the one on his right 
hand, and the other on his left. And the Scrip- 
ture was fulfilled, which saith, And he was num- 
bered with the transgressors. And they that passed 
by railed on him, wagging their heads, and Say 
ing, Ah, thou, that destroyest the temple, and 
buildest 1t in three days, save thyself, and come 
down from the cross. Likewise also the chief 
priests, mocking, said among themselves, with 
the scribes, He saved others: himself he cannot 
save. Let Christ the King of Israel descend now 
from the eross, that we may see and believe. And 
they that were crucified with him reviled him. 
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And, when the sixth hour was come, there was 
darkness over the whole land, until the ninth hour. 
And at the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eloz, Eloz, lama sabachthan: 2 which 
is, being interpreted, My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me? And some of them that stood 
by, when they heard it, said, Behold, he calleth 
Elias. And one ran and filled a spunge full of 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave him to 
drink, saying, Let alone; let us see whether Elias 
will come to take him down. And Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, and gave up the ghost. And 
the vail of the temple was rent in twain, from the 
top to the bottom. And when the centurion, 
which stood over against him, saw that he so cried 


out, and gave up the ghost, he said, Truly, this 


man was the Son of God.

otherwise it is of no strength at all whilst the tes- 
tator liveth. Whereupon, neither the first testa- 
ment was dedicated without blood: for when Mo- 
ses had spoken every precept to all the people, 


according to the law, he took the blood of calves, 


HERE a testament is, there must also of 
necessity be the death of the testator : 
for a testament is of force after men are dead; 
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and of goats, with water and Scarlet wool, and 


hyssop, and sprinkled both the book and all the 
people, saying, This is the blood of the testament, 
which God hath enjoined unto you. Moreover, 
he sprinkled likewise with blood both the taber- 
nacle, and all the vessels of the ministry. And 
almost all things are by the law purged with blood; 
and without shedding of blood is no remission. 
It was therefore necessary, that the patterns of 
things in the heavens should be purified with 
these; but the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. For Christ is not en- 
tered into the holy places made with hands, which 
are the ſigures of the true; but into heaven it- 
self, now to appear in the presence of God for 
us: nor yet that he should offer himself often, as 


the high priest entereth into the holy place every 


year with blood of others: for then must he often 
have suffered since the foundation of the world: 
but now once in the end of the world hath he ap- 
peared, to put away sin by the sacriſice of him- 
self. And as it is appointed unto men oncę to 
die, but after this the judgment, 50 Christ vas 
once offered to bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. od 


THE GospEL. St. Luke xx1. 1. 


OW the feast of unleavened bread py 
nigh, which is called the pass-over. And 
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the chief priests and scribes sought how they 
might kill him; for they feared the people. Then 


entered Satan into Judas, surnamed Iscariot, being 


of the number of the twelve: and he went his 
way, and communed with the chief priests and 
captains how he might betray him unto them. 
And they were glad, and covenanted to give him 


money. And he promised, and sought opportu- 


nity to betray him unto them in the absence of 
the multitude. Then came the day of unleavened 
bread, when the pass-over must be killed. And 
he sent Peter and John, saying, Go, and prepare 


us the pass-over, that we may eat. And they said 


unto him, Where wilt thou that we prepare ? And 
he said unto them, Behold, when ye are entered 
into the city, there shall a man meet you, bearing 
a pitcher of water; follow him into the house 
where he entereth in. And ye shall say unto the 
good man of the house, The Master saith unto 
thee, Where is the guest-chamber, where I shall 
eat the pass-over with my disciples? And he shall 
shew you a large upper room furnished; there 


make ready.” And they went, and found as he 


had said unto them: and they made ready the 
pass-over. And when the hour was come, he sat 


down, and the twelve Apostles with him. And. 


he said unto them, With desire I have desired to 
cat this pass-over with you before I suffer. For 
I say unto you, I will not any more eat thereof, 


until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And 
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he took the cup, and gave thanks, and said, Take 
this, and divide it among yourselves: for I say 
unto you, I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, 
until the kingdom of God shall come. And he 
took bread, and gave thanks, and brake it, and 
gave unto them, saying, This is my body, which is 
given for you; this do in remembrance of me. 
Likewise also the cup, after supper, saying, This 
cup is the new testament in my blood, which is 
shed for you. But, behold, the hand of him that 
betrayeth me is with me on the table. And truly 
the Son of man goeth, as it was determined; but 
woe unto that man by whom he is betrayed. 
And they began to enquire among themselves, 
which of them it was that should do this thing. 
And there was also a strife among them, which of 
them should be accounted the greatest. And he 
said unto them, The kings of the Gentiles exercise 
lordship over them, and they that exercise au- 


thority upon them are called benefactors. But 


ye shall not be so; but he that is greatest among 
you, let him be as the younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth serve. For whether is 
greater, he that sitteth at meat, or he that serv- 
eth? Is not he that sitteth at meat? But I am 
among you as he that serveth. Ve are they which 
have continued with me in my temptations. And 
I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me; that ye may eat and drink at 


my table in my kingdom, and sit on thrones; 
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judging the twelve tribes of Israel. And the Lord 
said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to 
have you, that he may sift you as wheat: but I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not : and, 
when thou art converted, strengthen thy brethren. 
And he said unto him, Lord, I am ready to go 


with thee, both into prison and to death. And he 


said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow 
this day, before that thou shalt thrice deny that 
thou knowest me. And he said unto them, When 
I sent you without purse and scrip, and shoes, 
lacked ye any thing? And they said, Nothing. 
Then said he unto them, but now he that hath a 
purse, let him take it, and likewise his scrip: and 
he that hath no sword, let him sell his garment, 


and buy one. For I say unto you, That this that 


is written must yet be accomplished in me, And 
he was reckoned among the transgressors : for the 
things concerning me have an end. And they 
said, Lord, behold, here are two swords. And he 
said unto them, It is enough. And he came out, 
and went, as he was wont, to the mount of Olives ; 
and his disciples also followed him. And when he 
was at the place, he said unto them, Pray, that 
ye enter not into temptation. And he was with- 
drawn from them about a stone's cast, and kneeled 


down and prayed, saying, Father, if thou be wil- 


ling, remove this cup from me : nevertheless, not 
my will, but thine be done. And there appeared 
an angel unto him from heaven, strengthening 
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him. And, being in agony, he prayed more 
earnestly; and his sweat was as it were great drops 
of blood falling down to the ground. And when 
he rose up from prayer, and was come to his dis- 
ciples, he found them sleeping for sorrow, and 
said unto them, Why sleep ye? rise and pray, lest 
ye enter into temptation. And while he yet spake, 
behold, a multitude, and he that was called Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before them, and drew 
near unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said unto 
him, Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man with 
a kiss? when they who were about him, sa what 
would follow, they said unto him, Lord, shall we 
smite with the sword? And one ef*them smote a 
Servant of the high priest, and cut off his right 
ear. And Jesus answered and said, Suffer ye thus 
far. And he touched his ear, and healed him. 
Then Jesus said unto the chief priests and captains 
of the temple, and the elders who were come to 
him, Be ye come out as against a thief, with 
Swords and staves? When I was daily with you 
in the temple, ye stretched forth no hands against 
me: but this is your hour, and the power of 
darkness. Then took they him, and led him, and 
brought him into the high Priest's house: and 
Peter followed afar off. And when they had 
kindled a fire in the midst of the hall, and were 
set down together, Peter sat down among them. 
But a certain maid beheld him as he sat by the 
fire, and earnestly looked upon him, and said, 
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This man was also with him. And he denied 
him, saying, Woman, I know him not. And after 
a little while another saw him, and said, Thou 
art also of them. And Peter said, Man, I am 
not. And about the space of an hour after 
another confidently affirmed, saying, Of a truth 
this fellow also was with him: for he is a Gali- 
lean. And Peter said, Man, I know not what 
thou sayest. And immediately, while he yet 
spake, the cock crew. And the Lord turned, and 
looked upon Peter; and Peter remembered the 
word of the Lord, how he had said unto him, 
Before the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. 
And Peter went out and wept bitterly, And the 
men that held Jesus mocked him, and smote him. 


And, when they had blindfolded him, they struck 


him on the face, and asked him, saying, Prophesy, 
who is it that smote thee ? and many other things 
Hlasphemously spake they against him. And as 
soon as it was day, the elders of the people and 
the chief priests and the scribes came together, and 
led him into their council, saying, Art thou the 
Christ? tell us. And he said unto them, It I 
tell you, ye will not believe: and if I also ask 
you, ye will not answer me, nor let me go. Here- 
after shall the Son of man sit on the right hand 
of the power of God. Then said they all, Art 
thou then the Son of God? And he said unto 
them, Ye say that I am. And they said, What 
need we any further witness ? for we ourselves 
have heard of his own mouth. |

Thursday before Easter. 
Tax EeisTLE. Cor. xi. 17. 


N this that I declare unto you I praise you 

not; that ye come together, not for the bet- 
ter, but for the worse. For first of all, when ye 
come together in the church, I hear that there be 
divisions among you; and I partly believe it. For 
there must be also heresies among you; that they 
who are approved may be made manifest among you. 
When ye come together therefore into one place, 
this is not to eat the Lord's supper. For, in eating, 
every one taketh before other his own supper: and 
one is hungry, and another is drunken. What, have 


ye not houses to eat and to drink in? or despise 


ye the church of God, and shame them that have 
not? What shall I say to you? shall I praise 
you in this? J praise you not. For J have re- 
ceived of the Lord, that which also I delivered 
unto you, That the Lord Jesus, the same night 
in which he was betrayed, took bread ; and, when 
he had given thanks, he brake it, and said, Take, 
eat; this is my body, which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. After the same 
manner also he took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testament in my blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me. For as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew the Lord's death till 
he come. Wherefore, whosoever shall eat this 
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bread, and drink this cup of the Lord unworthily, 
Shall be guilty of the body and blood of the 
Lord. But let a man examine himself, and so 


let him eat of that bread, and drink of that cup. 


For he that eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh damnation to himself, not discern- 
ing the Lord's body. For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, and many sleep. For 


if we would judge ourselves, we should not be 


judged. But when we are judged, we are chastened 
of the Lord, that we should not be condemned 


with the world. Wherefore, my brethren, when 


ye come together to eat, tarry one for another, 
And if any man hunger, let him eat at home; 
that ye come not together unto condemnation, 


And the rest will I set in order when I come, 


TRE GospEL. St. Luke xxiii. 1. 


ME whole multitude of them arose, and led 


him unto Pilate, and they began to accuse 
him, saying, We found this fellow perverting the 
nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Cæsar, 
saying, That he himself is Christ a King. And 
Pilate asked him, saying, Art thou the King of 


the Jews? And he answered him, and said, Thou 
sayest it. Then said Pilate to the chief priests, 


and to the people, I find no fault in this man. 
And they were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth 
up the people, teaching throughout all' Jewry, 
beginning from Galilee to this place, When 
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Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether the 
man were a Galilean. And as soon as he knew 
that he belonged unto Herod's jurisdiction, he 
sent him to Herod, who himself was also at je- 


rusalem at that time. And when Herod saw 


Jesus, he was exceedingly glad; for he was desi- 
rous to see him of a long season, because he had 
heard many things of him; and he hoped to have 
seen some miracle done by him. Then he ques- 
tioned with him in many words; but he answered 
him nothing. And the chief priests and scribes 
stood and vehemently accused him. And Herod 
with his men of war set him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, 
and sent him again to Pilate. And the same day 
Pilate and Herod were made friends together; 
for before they were at enmity between them- 
selves. And Pilate, when he had called together 
the chief priests, and the rulers, and the people, 
said unto them, Ye have brought this man unto 
me, as one that perverteth the people; and be- 
hold, I, having examined him before- you, have 
found no fault in this man, touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him : no, nor yet Herod : for 
I sent you to him; and lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him. I will therefore chastise 
him, and release him. For of necessity he must 
release one unto them at the feast, And they cried 
out all at once, saying, Away with this man, and re- 
lease unto us Barabbas : (who for a certain sedition

made in the city, and for murder, was cast into 
prison.) Pilate therefore, willing to release Jesus, 
spake again unto them. But they cried, saying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. And he said unto 
them the third time, Why, what evil hath he 
done ? I have found no cause of death in him: 


I will therefore chastise him, and let him go. And 


they were instant with loud voices, requiring that 
he might be crucified. And the voices of them 
and of the chief priests prevailed. And Pilate 


gave sentence, that it should be as they required. 
And he released unto them him that for sedition 


and murder was cast into prison, whom they had 
desired; but he delivered Jesus to their will. And 
as they led him away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out of the country, 
and on him they laid the cross, that he might 
bear it after jesus. And there followed him a 
great company of people, and of women, who 
also bewailed and lamented him. But Jesus, turn- 
ing unto them, said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for your 


children. For, behold, the days are coming, in 


the which they shall say, Blessed are the barren, 
and the wombs that never bare, and the paps 
which never gave suck. Then shall they begin to 
say to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, 
Cover us. For if they do these things in a green 
tree, what shall be done in the dry? And there 
were also two other malefactors led with him, to 
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be put to death. And when they were come to 
the place which 1s called Calvary, there they cru- 
cified him, and the malefattors ; one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left. Then said Jesus, 
Father, forgive them, for they know not what they 
do. And they parted his raiment, and cast lots. 
And the people stood beholding: and the rulers 
also with them derided him, saying, He saved 
5 others; let him save himself, if he be Christ, the 
| chosen of God. And the soldiers also mocked 
1 him, coming to him, and offering him vinegar, and 
1 saying, If thou be the King of the Jews, save thy- 

| self. And a superscription also was written over | 
4 him in letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, 
1 THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. And 
one of the malefactors which were hanged railed 
on him, saying, If thou be the Christ, save thyself 
and us. But the other, answering, rebuked him, 
saying, Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou art 
in the same condemnation ? And we indeed justly: 
1 for we receive the due reward of our deeds; but 
mis man hath done nothing amiss x. And he said 

| unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto him, 
Þ Verily I say unto thee, To-day shalt thou be with 
1 me in paradise. And it was about the sixth hour: 
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Not merely the pure Contrition, but the pious Use which one of the 
Malefactors made of the last moments of a. shameful execution, must 
== have intitled him to Remembrance; and, therefore, HE, who was all- 
1 forgiveness, said, © To-day shalt thou be with me in Paradise... 
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and there was darkness over all the earth until 


the ninth hour. And the sun was darkened, and 
the vail of the temple was rent in the midst. And 
when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said, 
Father, into thy hands I commend my spirit: and 
having said thus, he gave up the ghost. Now 
when the centurion saw what was done, he glo- 
rified God, saying, Certainly this was a righteous 
man. And all the people that came together to 
that sight, beholding the things that were done, 
smote their breasts, and returned. And all his 
acquaintance, and the women that followed him 
from Galilee, stood afar off, beholding these 
things. | |

THz EPpisSTLE. Hebr. x. 1. 


HE law having a shadow of good things to 
come, and not the very image of the things, 

can never with those sacrifices, which' they of- 
fered year by year continually, make the comers 
thereunto perfe& : for then would they not have 
ceased to be offered? because that the worship- 
pers, once purged. should have had no more con- 
science of sins. But in those sacrifices there is a 
remembrance again made of sins every year. For 
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it is not possible that the blood of bulls and ef 
goats should take away sins. Wherefore, when 
he cometh into the world, he saith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou 
prepared me: in burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure: Then said I, Lo, 
I come, (in the volume of the book it is written 


of me) to do thy will, O God. Above, when he 


said, Sacrifice and offering, and burnt offerings, 
and offering for sin thou wouldest not, neither 


hadst pleasure therein, which are offered by the 


law: then said he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O 
God. He taketh away the first, that he may esta- 
blish the second. By the which will we are sanc- 


tified, through the offering of the body of Jesus 


Christ once for all. And every priest standeth 
daily ministering and offering oftentimes the same 
acrifices, which can never take away sins. But 
this man, after he had offered one sacriſice for 
Sins, for ever sat down on the right hand of God; 
from henceforth expecting till his enemies be made 
his footstool. For by one offering he hath per- 
tected for ever them that are sanctified; whereof 
the Holy Ghost also is a witness to us: For after 
that he had said before, This is the covenant that 
I will make with them after those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my laws into their hearts, and 
in their minds will I write them; and their sins 
and iniquities will I remember no more. Now, 
where remission of these is, there is no more of- 
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fering for sin. Having, therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the blood of Je- 
sus, by a new and living way, which he hath con- 
secrated for us through the vail, that is to say, 
his flesh: and having an High Priest over the 
house of God; let us draw near with a true 
heart, in full assurance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure water. Let us hold fast the 
profession of our faith without wavering; (for he 
is faithful that promised:) and let us consider 
one another to provoke unto love, and to good 
works; not forsaking the assembling of ourselves 


together, as the manner of some is; but exhort- 


ing one another: and so much che more, as ye 
see the day approaching. 


Tux Gos EL. St. John xix. 1. 


ILATE therefore took Jesus and scourged 
him. And the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, and they put on 


him a purple robe, and said, Hail, King of the 
Jews! and they smote him with their hands. Pi- 


late therefore went forth again, and saith unto 
them, Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye 
may know that I find no fault in him. Then came 
Jesus forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and the 
purple robe. And Pilate saith unto them, Behold 
the man! When the chief priests therefore and 
officers saw him, they cried out, saying, Crucify 
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him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, Take 
ye him, and crucify. him: for I find no fault in 
him. The Jews answered him, We have a law, 
and by our lay he ought to die, because he made 
himself the Son of God. When Pilate therefore 
heard that saying, he was the more afraid ; and 
went again into the judgment-hall, and saith unto 
Jesus, Whence art thou? but Jesus gave him'no 
answer. Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me? Knowest thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, and have power to release 


thee? Jesus answered, Thou couldest have no 


power at all against me except it were given thee 
from above: therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee, hath the greater sin. And from thenceforth 
Pilate sought to release him: but the Jews cried 
out, saying, If thou let this man go, thou art not 
Cæsars friend; Whosoever maketh himself a 
King, speaketh against Cæsar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he brought Jesus 
forth, and sat down in the judgment-seat, in a 
place that is called the Pavement, but in the He- 
brew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation of 
the pass- over, and about the sixth hour; and he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold your King! But they 
cried out, Away with him, away with him, cru- 


eify him. Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify 


your King? The chief priests answered, We have 
no King but Cæsar. Then delivered he him 


therefore unto. them to be crucified ; and they | 
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took Jesus, and led him away. And he bearing | 


his cross, went forth into a place called, The 


place of a scull, which is called in the Hebrew, 
Golgotha : where they crucified him, and two 
other with him, on either side one, and Jesus in 
the midst. And Pilate wrote a title, and put it 
on the cross: and the writing was JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of the Jews; for the 
place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the 
city : and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. Then said the chief priests of the 


Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews: 


but that he said, I am King of the Jews. Pilate 
answered, What I have written, I have written. 
Then the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, 
took his garments, and made four parts; to every 
Soldier a part : and also his coat: now the coat 
was without seam, woven from the top through- 
out. They said therefore among themselves, Let 
us not rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall 
be; that the Scripture might be fulfilled, which 
saith, They parted my raiment among them, and 
for my vesture did they cast lots. These things 
therefore the soldiers did. Now there stood by 
the cross of Jesus, his mother, and his mother's 
sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his mo- 


ther, and the disciple standing by whom he loved, 


he saith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy 
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son. Then saith he to the disciple, Behold thy 
mother. And from that hour that disciple took 
her unto his own home. After this Jesus, know- 
ing that all things were now accomplished, that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. 
Now there was set a vessel full of vinegar : and 
they filled a spunge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When Jesus 
therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It is 


finished: and he bowed his head, and gave up 
the ghost. The Jews therefore, because it was 


the preparation, that the bodies should not re- 
main upon the cross on the sabbath-day (for that 
sabbath-day was an high day) besought Pilate 
that their legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. Then came the soldiers, 


and brake the legs of the first, and of the other 


which was crucified with him. But when they 


came to Jesus, and saw that he was dead already, 


they brake not his legs. But one of the soldiers 
with his spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came thereout blood and water. And he that 
saw it bare record, and his record is true: and 


he knoweth that he saith true, that ye might be- 


lieve. For these things were done, that the Scrip- 
ture should be fulfilled, A bone of him shall not 
be broken. And again, another Scripture saith, 
They shall look on him whom they pierced.

THE EIS TIE. 1 St. Peter iii. 17. 


II is better, if the will of God be so, that ye 

suffer for well-doing, than for evil-doing. For 
Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the just 
for the unjust; (that he might bring us to God) 
being put to death in the flesh, but quickened by 
the Spirit; by which also he went and preached 
unto the spirits in prison; which sometimes were 
disobedient, when once the long- suffering of God 


waited in the days of Noah, while the ark was a 


preparing; wherein few, that is, eight souls, were 
saved by water. The like figure whereunto, even 


baptism doth also now save us, (not the putting

and such like: of the which I tell you before, as

I have also told you in time past, that they who 
do such things shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God. But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, long-suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance : against such there 1s no 
law. And they that are Christ's, have crucified 
the flesh with the affections and lusts.

patience. But let patience have her perfect work, 
that ye may be perfect and entire, wanting no- 
thing. If any of you lack wisdom, let him ask 
of God, that giveth to all men liberally, and up- 
braideth not; and it shall be given him. But let 
him ask in faith, nothing wavering; for he that 
wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven with the 
wind and tossed. For let not that man think that 
he shall receive any thing of the Lord. A double- 
minded man is unstable in all his ways. Let the 
brother of low degree rejoice in that he is exalted: 
but the rich in that he is made low; because as 
the flower of the grass he shall pass away. For 
the sun is no sooner risen with a burning heat, but 
it withereth the grass, and the flower thereof 
falleth, and the grace of the fashion of it perisheth: 
so also shall the rich man fade away in his ways. 
Blessed is the man that endureth temptation: for 
when he is tried, he shall receive the crown of life, 


which the Lord hath promised to them that love 


him.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE LORD'S SUPPER,

HOLY COMMUNION. 


« SO many as intend to be partakers of the holy Communion, shall sig- 
nify their names to the Curate at least some time the day before. 


q And if any of those be an open and notorious evil liver, or have done 

any wrong to his neighbours by word or deed, so that the Congrega- 
tion be thereby offended; the Curate, having knowledge thereof, Shall 
call him and advertise him, that in any wise he presume not to come 

"+ to the Lord's Table, until he hath openly declared himself to have 
truly repented and amended his former naughty life, that the Congre- 
gation may thereby be satisfied, which before were offended ; and that 
he hath recompensed the parties to whom he hath done wrong; or at 
least declared himself to be in full purpose so to Gay as soon as he con- 
veniently may. 


A The same order shall the Curate use with those betwixt whom he per- 
ceiveth malice and hatred to reign; not suffering them to be partakers 
of the Lord's Table, until he know them to be reconciled. And if 
one of the parties, so at variance, be content to forgive from the bot- 
tom of his heart all that the other hath trespassed against him, and to 
make amends for that he himself hath offended; and the other party 
will not be persuaded to a godly unity, but remain $till in his froward- 
ness and malice; the Minister in that case ought to admit the penitent 
person to the holy Communion, and not him that is obstinate. Pro- 
vided that every Minister so repelling any, as is specified in this, or the

next precedent paragraph of this Rubrick, shall be obliged to give an 
account of the same to the Ordinary within fourteen days after at the 


farthest. And the Ordinary shall proceed against the offending pep 
according to the Canon. 


The Table at the Communion-time, having a fair white linen cloth 
upon it, shall stand in the body of the Church, or in the Chancel, 
where Morning and Evening Prayer are appointed to be said. And the 

Priest, standing at the North-side of the Table, shall say the Lord's 
Prayer, with the Collect following; the People kneeling.

nister to all such as shall be religiously and de- 
voutly disposed, the most comfortable Sacrament 
of the Body and Blood of Christ; to be by them 
received in remembrance of his meritorious Cross 
and Passion; whereby alone we obtain remission 
of our sins, and are made partakers of the king- 
dom of heaven.

The way and means thereto is, First to examine 
your lives and conversation by the rule of God's 
commandments; and whereinsoever ye shall per- 
eeive yourselves to have offended, either by will, 
word or deed, there to bewail your own sinful- 
ness, and to confess yourselves to Almighty God, 
with full purpose of amendment of life. And if 
ye shall perceive your offences to be such as are 
not only against God, but also against your 
neighbours: then ye shall reconcile yourselves 
unto them, being ready to make restitution and 
satisfaction, according to the uttermost of your 
powers, for all injuries and wrongs done by you 
to any other; and being likewise ready to forgive 

others that have offended you, as ye would have 
forgiveness of your offences at God's hand; for 
otherwise, the receiving of the holy Communion 
doth nothing else but increase your damnation. 
Therefore if any of you be a blasphemer of God, 
an hinderer or slanderer of his Word; an adul- 
terer, or be in malice, or envy, or in any other 
grievous crime: repent ye of your sins, or else 
come not to that holy Table; lest after the tak- 
ing of chat holy Sacrament, the devil enter into 
you, as he entered into Judas, and fill you full of 
all iniquities, and bring you to destruction both 
of body and soul. |

come to the holy Communion but with a full 
trust in God's mercy, and with a quiet con- 
science: therefore if there be any of you who by 
this means cannot quiet his on conscience here- 
in, but requireth further comfort or counsel, let 
him come to me, or to some other discreet and 
learned Minister of God's word, and open his 
grief; that by the ministry of God's holy word, 
he may receive the benefit of absolution, together 
with ghostly counsel and advice, to the quieting 
of his conscience, and avoiding of all scruple and 


doubtfulness. 


Or, in case he shall see the People negligent to come to the holy Com- 
munion, instead of the former, he shall use this Exhortation : 


EARLY beloved brethren, on ---------- I ins 

tend, by God's grace, to celebrate the 
Lord's Supper: unto which, in God's behalf, I 
bid you all that are here present; and beseech 
you, for the Lord Jesus Christ's sake, that ye 
will not refuse to come thereto, being so lovingly 
called and bidden by God himself. Ye know 
how grievous and unkind a thing it is, when a 


man hath prepared a rich feast, decked his table 


with all kind of provision, so that there lacketh 
nothing but the guests to sit down, and yet they 
who are called, without any cause, most unthank- 
fully refuse to come. Which of you in such a 
case would not be moved ? Who would not think 
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COMMUNION. 


a great injury and wrong done unto him ? Where- 
fore, most dearly beloved in Christ, take ye good 
heed, lest ye, withdrawing yourselves from this 
holy Supper, provoke God's indignation against 
you. It 1s an easy matter for a man to say, I 
will not communicate, because I am otherwise 
hindered with worldly business. But such ex- 
cuses are not so easily accepted and allowed be- 
fore God. If any man say, I am a grievous sin- 
ner, and therefore I am afraid to come : Where- 
fore then do ye not repent and amend ? When 
God calleth you, are ye not ashamed to say ye 
will not come? When ye should return to God, 
will ye excuse yourselves, and say ye are not 
ready? Consider earnestly with yourselves, how 
little such feigned excuses will avail before God. 
They that refused the feast in the Gospel, because 
they had bought a farm, or would try their yokes 

of oxen, or because they were married, were not 
SO excused. but counted unworthy of the heavenly 
feast. I for my part shall be ready; and, accord- 
ing to mine office, I bid you in the name of God; 
I call you in Christ's behalf; I exhort you as 
ye love your own salvation, that ye will be par- 
takers of this holy Communion. And as the Son 
of God did vouchsafe to yield up his soul by 
death upon the cross for your salvation : so it is 
your duty to receive the Communion, in remem- 
brance of the sacrifice of his death, as he himself 
hath commanded : Which if ye shall neglect to

do, consider with yourselves how great injury 
ye do unto God, and how sore punishment hangeth 
over your heads for the same ; when ye wilfully 
abstain from the Lord's Table, and separate from 
your brethren, who come to feed on the banquet 
of that most heavenly food. These things if ye 
earnestly consider, ye will by God's grace return 
to a better mind: for the obtaining whereof, we 
Shall not cease to make our humble petitions unto 
Almighty God our heavenly Father. 

q At the time of the Celebration of the Communion, the Communicants 


being conveniently placed for the receiving of the holy Sacrament, the 
Priest Shall say this Exhortation. : 


EARLY beloved in the Lord, ye that mind 
to come to the holy Communion of the 
body and blood of our Saviour Christ, must con- 
sider how Saint Paul exhorted all persons diligently 
to try and examine themselves, before they pre- 
sume to eat of that Bread, and drink of that Cup. 
For as the benefit is great, if with a true penitent 
heart and lively faith we receive that holy Sacra- 
ment (for then we spiritually eat the flesh of 
Christ, and drink his blood; then we dwell in 
Christ, and Christ in us; we are one with Christ, 
and Christ with us:) so is the danger great, if we 
receive the same unworthily. For then we are 
guilty of the Body and Blood of Christ our Sa- 
viour; we eat and drink oux own damnation, not 
considering the Lord's body; we kindle God's 
wrath against us; we provoke him to plague us

with divers diseases and sundry kinds of death. 
Judge therefore yourselves, brethren, that ye be 
not judged of the Lord; repent ye truly for 
your sins past; have a lively and stedfast faith in 
Christ our Saviour: amend your lives, and be in 
perfect charity with all men; so shall ye be meet 
partakers of those holy mysteries. And above all 
things ye must give most humble and hearty 
thanks to God the Father, the Son, and the holy 
Ghost, for the redemption of the world by the 
death and passion of our Saviour Christ, both 
God and man; who did humble himself even to 
the death upon the Cross, for us miserable sinners, 
who lay in darkness and the shadow of death; 
that he might make us the children of God, and 
exalt us to everlasting life. And to the end that 
we should alway remember the exceeding great 
love of our Master and only Saviour Jesus Christ, 
thus dying for us, and the innumerable benefits 
which by his precious blood shedding he hath ob- 
tained to us; he hath instituted and ordained holy 
mysteries, as pledges of his love, and for a con- 
tinual remembrance of his death, to our great and 
endless comfort. To him therefore with the Fa- 
ther and the Holy Ghost, let us give (as we are 
most bounden) continual thanks; submitting our- 
selves wholly to his holy will and pleasure, and 
studying to serve him in true holiness and righte - 
ousness all the days of our life, Amen.

11 The counsel of the Lord shall endure for 
ever : and the thoughts of his heart from genera- 
tion to generation, : 

12 Blessed are the people whose God is the 

Lord Jehovah : and blessed are the folk that he 
hath chosen to him to be his inheritance. 
- 13 The Lord looked down from heaven, and 
beheld all the children of men : from the habita- 
tion of his dwelling he considereth all them that 
dwell on the earth. 

14 He fashioneth all the hearts of them : and 
understandeth all their works. 

15 There is no king that can be saved by the 
multitude of an host : neither is any mighty man 
delivered by much strength. 

16 A horse is counted but a vain thing to save 
a man: neither shall he deliver any man by his 
great strength. 

17 Behold, the eye of the Lord is upon them 
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that fear him : and upon them that put their trust 


in his mercy ; 
18 To deliver their soul from death: and to 


feed them in the time of dearth. 


19 Our soul hath patiently tarried for the FEY 
for he is our help, and our shield. 
20 For our heart shall rejoice in him : because 
we have hoped in his holy Name. 
21 Let thy merciful kindness, O Lord, be hon 
like as we do put our trust in thee.

13 And the daughter of Tyre shall be there 
with a gilt : like as the rich also among the peo- 
ple shall make their supplication before thee. 

14 The king's daughter is all glorious within: 
her D is of e gold. 
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15 She shall be brought unto the king in rai- 


ment of needle-work : the virgins that be her fel- 
lows, shall bear her company, and she Shall be 
brought unto thee. 

16 With joy and gladness shall FE be brought : 
and shall enter into the King's palace. 

17 Instead of thy fathers thou shalt have chil- 
dren : whom thou mayest make princes in all 

lands. : 

18 I will remember thy Name from one gene- 
ration to another: therefore shall the people give 
thanks unto thee, world without end.

hast cast my words behind thee ?

19 The Lord hath prepared his seat in hea- 
ven : and his kingdom ruleth over all. 

20 O praise the Lord, ye angels of his, ye that 
excel in strength : ye that fulfil his command- 
ment, and hearken unto the voice of his words.

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21 O praise the Lord, all ye his hosts : ye ser- 


vants of his that do his pleasure. 
22 O speak good of the Lord, all ye works of 


his, in all places of his dominion : praise thou 


the Lord, O my soul.

5 He laid the foundations of the earth: that it 
never should move at any time. 


6. Thou coverdest it with the deep like as with a 


garment : the waters stand in the hills. 

7 At thy rebuke they flee ; at the voice of thy 
thunder they are afraid. 
8 They go up as high as the hills, and down to 
the vallies beneath : even unto the place which 
thou hast appointed for them, 
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9 Thou hast set them their bounds which they - 
Shall not pass : neither turn again to cover the 
earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into the rivers: 
which run among the hills. 

11 All beasts of the field drink thereof: and 
the wild asses quench their thirst. 

12 Beside them shall the fowls of the air have 


their habitation: and sing among the branches. 


13 He watereth the hills from above: the earth 


is filled with the fruit of thy works. 


14 He bringeth forth grass for the cattle: and 


green herb for the service of men; 


15 That he may bring food out of the earth 
and wine that maketh glad the heart of man: and 
oil to make him a cheerful countenance, and 
bread to strengthen man's heart. 

16 The trees of the Lord also are full of sap: 
even the cedars of Libanus, which he hath 
planted; 

17 Wherein the birds make their nests: and 
the fir- trees are a dwelling for the stork. _ 

18 The high hills are a refuge for the wild 
goats: and so are the stony rocks for the conies. 

19 He appointed the moon for certain seasons: 
and the sun knoweth his going down. 

20 Thou makest darkness that it may be night: 

wherein all the beasts of the forest do move. 

21 The lions roaring after their prey: do seek 


their meat from God. 
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22 The sun ariseth, and they get them away 
together: and lay them down in their dens. 
23 Man goeth forth to his work, and to his la- 


bour: until the evening. 


24 O Lord, how manifold are thy works: in 
wisdom hast thou made them all; the earth is full 
of thy riches. 


25 So is the great and wide sea also: wherein 


are things creeping innumerable, both small and 


great beasts. 


26 There go the ships, and there is that Le- 
viathan: whom thou hast made to take his pastime 


therein. 


27 These wait all upon thee : that thou mayest 
give them meat in due season. 
28 When thou givest it them, they gather it: 


and when thou openest thy hand, they are filled

30 When thou lettest thy breath go forth, they

32 The earth shall tremble at the look of him: 
if he do but touch the hills, they shall smoke. 

33 I will sing unto the Lord as long as I live: 
I will praise my God while I have my being. 
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34 And so shall my words please him: my joy | 
shall be in the Lord. 

35 As for sinners, they shall be consumed out 
of the earth, and the ungodly shall come to an end: 
praise thou the Lord, O my soul, praise the Lord.

15 Touch not mine anointed : and do my pro- 
phets no harm. 

16 Moreover, he called for a dearth upon the 
land: and destroyed all the provision of bread. 

17 But he had sent a man before them: even 


Joseph, who was sold to be a bond-servant ; 


18 Whose feet they hurt in the stocks: the iron 


entered into his soul; 


19 Until the time came that his cause was 


known : the word of the Lord tried him. 


20 The king sent and delivered him : the prince 
of the people let him go free.

31 He spake the word, and there came all 
manner of flies : and lice in all their quarters. 

32 He gave them hail-stones for rain: and 
flames of fire in their land. 

33 He smote their vines also and fig-trees : and 
destroyed the trees that were in their coasts. 

34 He spake the word, and the grasshoppers 
came, and caterpillars innumerable : and did eat 
up all the grass in their land, and devoured the 
fruit of their ground. 

35 He smote all the first-born in their land: 
even the chief of all their strength. | 

36 He brought them forth also with silver and 
gold : there was not one feeble person among 
their tribes. 


37 Egypt was glad at their departing : for they 
were afraid of them.

39 At their desire he brought quails: and he 
filled them with the bread of heaven. 

40 He opened the rock of stone, and the wa- 
ters flowed out : so that rivers ran in the dry 
places. : 

41 For why ? he . his holy promise: 


and Abraham his servant. 


42 And he brought forth his people with joy: 


43 And he gave them the lands of the hea- 
then : and they took the labours of the people 


44 That they might keep his statutes: and 
observe his laws. |

20 Thus they turned their glory : into the si- 
militude of a calf that eateth hay. |

had done so great things in Egypt ; 

22 Wondrous works in the land of Ham : and 
fearful things by the Red Sea. 

23 So he said he would have destroyed them, 
had not Moses his chosen stood before him in the 
gap : to turn away his wrathful indignation, lest 
he should destroy them. 

24 Yea, they thought scorn of that pleasant 
land: and gave no credence unto his word; 

25 But murmured in their tents : and heark- 
ened not unto the voice of the Lord. 

26 Then lift he up his hand against them : to 
overthrow them in the wilderness ;

he spake unadvisedly with his lips. | 

34 Neither destroyed they the heathen : as 
the Lord commanded them. 

35 But were mingled among the heathen : 
and learned their works ; 

36 Insomuch that they worshipped their idols, 
which turned to their own decay : yea, they of- 
fered their sons and their daughters unto devils ; 
37 And shed innocent blood, even the blood 
of their sons and of their daughters: whom they 
offered unto the idols of Canaan ; and the land 
was defiled with blood. 

38 Thus were they stained with their own 
works : and went a whoring with their own in- 
ventions. 

39 Therefore was the wrath of the Lord 
kindled against his people : insomuch that he 
abhorred his own inheritance. 

40 And he gave them over into the hand of 
the heathen : and they that hated them were 
lords over them. 


41 Their enemies oppressed them : and had 


them in subjection. 

42 Many a time did he deliver them: ba they 
rebelled against him with their own inventions, 
and were brought down in their wickedness. 


43 Nevertheless, when he saw their adversity: 
he heard their complaint.

17 Foolish men are plagued for their offence: 
and because of their wickedness. 

18 Their soul abhorred all manner of meat 
and they were even hard at death's door. 
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19 So when they cried unto the Lord in their 
trouble : he delivered them out of their distress. 

20 He sent his word, and healed them: and 
they were saved from their destruction. 

21 O that men would therefore praise the Lord 
for his goodness: and declare the wonders that 
he doeth for the children of men!
